CARDINAL KONIG INVITED TO CHINA—Cardinal 
Franz Konig of Vienna, Austria, received an invitation to 
visit China and is expected to make the trip during 
March, according to Italian press reports. Cardinal Konig 
is president of the Vatican’s Secretariat for Non- 
Believers. Cardinal Roger Etchegaray of Marseilles, 
France, currently is in China. He arrived.Feb. 27 for a 
three-week visit and met with Chinese leaders. 


PAX CHRISTI LEADER SAFE—Thomas Siemer of 
Columbus, Ohio, who was reported missing in Rome 
shortly after he broke ranks at a papal general audience 
Jan. 16 to hand Pope John Paul a message, is safe at an 
undisclosed location in Europe, his wife said. Siemer is 
Ohio regional director of the U.S. branch of Pax Christi, an 
international Catholic peace movement. 


TRESPASSERS GUILTY — Defendants tried in Seattle, 
Wash., on charges of trespassing onto the Bangor Naval 
Submarine Base last October stood in silent protest as 
Judge Gorden Thompson found them guilty. Sentence 
will be pronounced March 28. Five Jesuits, a diocesan 
priest from Seattle and a nun are among the 67 
defendants. : 


CPA TO MEET IN NASHVILLE—Several hundred 
delegates are expected to attend the 1980 national 
convention of the Catholic Press Association (CPA) May 
14-16 in Nashville, Tenn. It will be held in conjunction 
with the 1980 Religious Communications Congress, an 
assembly of Catholic, Protestant and Jewish media 
members held every 10 years. 


‘UNDERSTANDING’ PROTESTED — Temple University 
faculty members and local Protestant church officials 
have joined area groups protesting the “understanding” 
between the archdiocese of Philadelphia and United Way 
of Southeastern Pennsylvania, which denied 
membership to Women’s Way. The group is a coalition 
which includes at least two organizations providing 
abortion services. 


COURT SUPPORTS MINORS —Parents need not be 
notified when minors are given birth control devices, a 
federal appeals court has ruled in Cincinnati. A three- 
judge panel said that the constitutional rights of children 
outweigh parental fears of promiscuity. 


POPE NOT WELCOME?—Some Japanese Catholics 
would rather not have Pope John Paul visit Japan in 1980, 
the Japanese Catholic news agency, Tosei News, 
reported. “They worry that 99 percent of their fellow 
citizens who are not Christians may simply ignore the 
event, and that would be embarrassing,” Tosei said. 


MOTHERS NOMINATED—The Mothers of Plaza de 
Mayo, an Argentine human rights group, have been 
nominated for the Nobel Peace Prize by 250 members of 
the Italian Parliament. The recommendation was made 
by the Italian Committee for Solidarity with the Families 
of Political Prisoners in Latin America. 


AMNESTY URGED—A New York conference by 
religious leaders on ministry to aliens illegally in the 
United States approved resolutions “in principle” calling 
for total amnesty and protection of rights for such 
persons. 


‘CLARIFICATION’ WANTED —Participants in 
discussions held in the 20 dioceses of England and 
Wales to prepare for the National Pastoral Congress in 
May complained of a “dishonest situation” in the church 
with regard to birth control. They asked the church to 
“clarify what is seen as a confusing and unclear state of 
affairs in which contraception is forbidden in principle 
but the ‘informed conscience’ can find reason for it.” 


POPE SAYS LOVE NEEDED — “Only love, the soul of the 
gospel, allows us to be always young,” Pope John Paul 
told more than 8,000 school children March 2 inthe Paul 
Vi Audience Hall. At his first major audience since 
ending a lenten retreat, the pope also condemned 
violence and had a special greeting for I3-year old Alfredo 
Battaglia, a kidnap victim who was recently released 
after being held four months. 


“Assuring you that, with anxiety, | was close to you as | 
am with all the victims of kidnappings, | am happy that 
you now are among us here,” he told Alfredo. 


ST. BENEDICT COMMEMORATIVE STAMPS — To mark 
the I5th centenary of the birth of St. Benedict, patron of 
Europe, the Vatican Post Office will issue a series of five 
commemorative stamps on March 21. Each stamp bears 
on the left side a letter in the Benedictine style found in 
illuminated manuscripts. On the right side, each stamp 
has a different scene concerning St. Benedict.

‘Superbaby’ sperm plan 
‘a subversion of nature’

A leading Italian theologian and several 
Nobel Prize winners criticized an 
Escondido industrialist's plan to create 
“superbabies” by inseminating women 
with sperm from Nobel Prize winners. 


“Life is born in love and from love. Pure 
technique is not love,” said Redemptorist 
Father Domenico Capone, president of the 

‘Institute of Moral Theology of Rome's 
prestigious pontifical Lateran University, 
in an interview with Reuters, British news 
agency. 


HE CALLED the scheme an effort to 
“subvert nature and bend it according to 
arbitrary and egotistical concepts.” 


-The superbaby project was organized 
about three years ago by Robert Graham, 
74, who lives in amansion on 10 acres of 


land in the rolling foothills of Escondido. ~ 


Graham said he received sperm 
donations from four. Nobel Laureate 
scientists and that four women received 
the sperm. He has not been informed of 
any pregnancies. . 


MANY EUROPEAN Nobel Laureates 
immediately rejected the idéa. “It is 
absolutely and basically wrong,” the 
British press quoted Sir Martin Pyle, a 
1974 physics laureate, as saying. 


British chemistry laureate, Sir Geoffrey 
Wilkinson, was quoted as calling the idea 
“biological nonsense.” He said, “And if 
they approach me, |’ll tell them to eet 
stuffed.” 


London's Daily Telegraph quatia 1962

SHOCKLEY SAID he made his sperm 
contribution known because “I feel this 
whole area of subject matter is being 
woefully neglected and that humanitarian 
instincts that have led to this neglect area

Shockley said he endorsed Graham's 
concept of “increasing the people at the 
top of the population.” 


Father Capone said the Church must 
oppose Graham’s experiment because of 
the Church’s fundamental commitment to 
the dignity of the human person.

The proposals would give the stations a 
“free license to manipulate the public for 
commercial interest,” said the Rev. Dick 
Duncan, of the religious media ministry 
for the United Church of Christ in 
Southern California. 


STEPHEN CIRCO of the San Diego 
diocesan Communications Department, 
and the Rev. Duncan ar€ members of the 
Committee on Media, a consortium of 
local civil rights, religious, and women’s 
groups. 

The committee is urging the public to 
write not only to the FCC but to President 
Carter and members of Congress. 


_ It was the president who ordered the 
FCC to work toward deregulation of the 
radio industry in an effort to minimize 
governmental regulations, Circo said. 


THE CATHOLIC CHURCH as well as 
some mainline Protestant denominations, 
such as the United Church of Christ and 
the United Methodist Church, are heavily 
involved in promoting letter-writing 
campaigns to the FCC, which has already 
received thousands of letters as results of 
those campaigns. 


The Committee on Media will conduct a 
“Public Action for Radio” workshop

The workshop, opened tothe public, will 
provide specific data on the deregulation 
proposals, strategies to combat those 
proposals, including help in letter writing.

AMONG THE proposals which are of the 
greatest concern to church interests are 
those that would no longer require stations 


to provide public service time for 
programming, to implement procedures 


_ that ascertain community needs in 


programming, to limit the amount of 
advertising time during a program, and to 
keep program logs as part of the public 
file. 


Certain churches ae as the Catholic 
Church and the United Church of Christ, 
depend on stations giving them “free” air 
time for public service programs. 


Church groups such as the U.S. Catholic 
Conference (USCC), civil action arm ofthe 
U.S. bishops, say the proposals would 
allow radio stations to stop operating in the 
public interest. 


THE FCC deregulation proposal 
contends that with the. broad diversifica- 
tion of the radio industry over the past 
several decades, the public interest would 
best be served by allowing commercial 
radio stations to make programming 
decisions based on the. forces of the 
marketplace. 


However, the Rev. Duncan said, 
“stations would become competitive for a 
small segment of the community, mostly: 
the 18-35 age group,” which is a major 
advertising audience. 


“Without having to keep public program 
logs, stations could run any type of 
program they wanted,” said Circo. 


THE ARGUMENT for not keeping the 
logs is tocut down the paper work, said the 
Rev. Duncan, but the stations would still 
have to keep program logs for advertising 
purposes. They just wouldn't be part ofthe 
public file, he added. 


The FCC has extended the period for 
public comment, which was to expire Jan. 


. 25, to March 25. The USCC has petitioned 


the FCC to conduct field hearings before 
the March 25 deadline.

Thoughts on death and dignity 


| am approaching that time in life when 
| feel | must give some thought to the fact 
of my dying. : 

It is asubject we tend to put off thinking 
about or giving much concern to, this fact 
that death occurs to all of us. We have a 
tendency to think that it happens to 
everyone else. And, being at the moment 
in reasonably good health, | too am 
perhaps not dwelling too much on the fact 
that my days are somewhat numbered. 


HOW LONG? THIS question has brought 
me tothe realization that some meditation 


and thought should be given to the fact of 


my dying, recognizing that medicine has 
advanced much in the last few years, and 
that what was considered extraordinary a 
very short time ago is now generally the 
usual treatment of illness. 


But much of the treatment we can get 
now only prolongs the life of the patient, 
without hope of bringing the patient back 
to a more or less normal life. 


An acquaintance of mine recently died 
of cancer. For some months prior to his 
death, he regularly entered the hospital for 
chemotherapy treatment. It was painful 
and debilitating for him, expensive and 
painful for his: family. The treatment 
prolonged his death for some few months. 


THIS SERVES TO bring me to the 
decision that, if | contract such an illness 
that medical opinion decides | cannot 
recover sufficiently to be a person and not 
a vegetable, no extraordinary means are to 
be used to keep me alive, for instance, 
dialysis or an iron lung or such. | prefer to 
be able to go naturally. 


etter 


| do not wish to put this decision on my 
son (my only close relative) nor on my 
doctor. My son, with whom | have a very 
close and loving relationship—! do not 
want to burden him with the responsibility, 
or with the possibility of a feeling of 
remorse. Likewise my doctor who for the 
past 20 years or so has taken great 
effort and time to keep me in reasonably 
good health. | do not feel that he should 
have the responsibility. as to whether | 
should have unusual treatment to een 
me alive. 


in the thoughts and reflections that 
brought me to this decision, | alsocameto | 
the conclusion that the reasonthat people 
have a fear of dying is in the fear of the- 
_ unknown. While God has promised us a’ 


life in the hereafter, none of us has seen 
God nor the place He speaks of, nor have 
we talked to Him face to face. It is facing 
this. unknown, like a child facing the 
darkness, that makes us fear. 


| ALSO HAVE the feelingthat the Church 
is amiss in not giving more instruction on 
dying. We are given instruction on how to 
live to attain our place inthe hereafter, but 
no teaching on how to die with dignity. 


| feel too that much of the fear of dying 
comes from the fear of dying alone. In 
years past, for one reason or another, the 
elder member of the family lived with or in 
close proximity of his family. Whenit came 
time to die, it was generally in close 
relationship to the family or inthe confines 
of the family home. 


Under those circumstances, death was 


_ easier for the older person. Living within 


the family, older people had a feeling of 
being needed and wanted; younger people 
in the family also benefitted from their 
association with the older generation. This 


carried over intothetimeofdying.lamold - 


enough to remember growing up in a 
small community, close to the family, and 
all that it meant. Because of many 
circumstances, those times seem to be 
well in the past. 


IN THIS PRESENT time of materialism 


~ and indifference, life seems to have lost its 


former value and its meaning. Life is 
considered cheap and, if not financially 
-productive, of little use. 

may well-be wrong, but this leads meto 
the conclusion that life is not looked upon 
as sacred and precious as it once was. For 
example: the acceptance of abortion, the 
thinking that suicide may be a quiet way 
out of a long illness — suicide committed 
intelligently? In no way can | accept that 
idea. 


In the Pro-Life Statement proposed by 


the Committee on Aging, there is a- 


quotation from one Sydney Pressey, 
suggesting ‘‘that society provide 
information on suicide as it now provides 
information on birth control.” 


FURTHER ON, the paper quotes Doris 
Postwood who proposes “‘legalized 
suicide, resulting from a rational decision 
of an older person...” through a balance 
sheet approach, a sane person thinking 
logically, setting off the unacceptable or 
intolerable aspects of his or her life 
against the chances of betterment, and 
finding the result weighted on the side of 


_ death. In no way can | accept this. 


Our Holy Father in his recent trip to 
America said, at the Mass on the Mall in 
Washington: “Human life is precious 
because it is a gift from God, whose love is 
infinite. We cannot nor should not refuse 
God’s love for us.”, While that was a 
statement on abortion, | feel it applies 
equally to all life. 


4In the Letter to the Romans, Paul said 
that none of us lives as his own master and ~ 
none of us dies as his own master. While 
we live we are responsible to the Lord, and- 
when we die we die as his. servants. 


THAT IS WHY Christ died and came to 
life again, that he might be Lord of both the 
dead and the living. We shall have to 
appear before the judgment seat of God. 


Reviewing these thoughts leaves meina 
somewhat saddened frame of mine.-The 
accentance of abortion, the advocating of 
suicide —these lead to the question: How 
far off is euthanasia? If at my age! become 
seriously ill, will that be a question in 
someone's mind: Why not hasten death for 
me since | am no longer in the productive 
group? It also frightens me. - 


IF THERE !S no good reason to extend 
my lifespan simply to keep me alive, | also 
feel that the end should not be hastened if 
| can-return to a life, a useful life, as a 
human person, not a vegetable.

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- What kind of plans are in the minds of 
today’s college students? What kind of 
values are influencing those plans? 


According to the American Council on 
Education, materialism and the desire for 
financial affluence are much more 
important to this year’s freshmen than 
they were to their older brothers and 
sisters of 10 years ago. 


The basic fact is nottoo surprising when 
-we remember the mood of the colleges 10 
years ago, when the peace movement and 
the rejection of “the system” were the 
popular, if somewhat superficial, 
ideologies on the American campuses. 


BUT | WAS SURPRISED at the scope of 
the difference. The survey indicated that 
28 percent more men and 77 percent 
more women said that being very well off 
financially was a very important or 
essential goal of their lives—this in 
comparison to the freshmen of a decade 
ago. ; F 

Raising a family was seen as an 
important goal by 2 percent fewer men 
and 18 percent fewer women. 


Every night after supper during Lent 
when | was achild, we knelt together to say 
the rosary as a family. And almost every 
night, before we were through, one of the 
seven of us was sent from the room for 
distracting the others. 


Finally, to deal with the situation, my 
parents decided we would kneel back to 
back. So like the early Westerners with 
their wagons, we put our chairs ina circle, 
backs inward, and prayed. So much for 
shared prayer. 


MEMORIES LIKE THIS keep many 
families from enjoying prayer together, 
particularly if it's a blend of young 
children, teens, and parents. They are 
boxed into the rosary style of prayer, a type 


that is becoming decreasingly popular in - 


today's families. The rosary is essentially a 
private, not a communal, prayer. As such, 
it’s valuable when you're alone, on a bus, 


or can’t sleep. But as a means of 
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FOR THE LAST YEAR and a half I’ve been 


living in a hall with about a hundred. 


underclassmen. In this time, I’ve been 
surprised at their casualness in spending 
what | regard as fairly significant sums. 


Though | know that a number of them 
are from families of modest circum- 
stances, | hear very few of the traditional 
moans about being unable to afford this or 
that, about the austerity times at the end of 
the month or the end of the semester. 


One explanation seems to be that many 
of them can get jobs at pretty good pay 
when they want them; also, they are 
informed and sophisticated about using 
the various programs of grants, loans, all 
forms of financial aid. 


BUT THE MOST significant thing to 
strike me is that the career plans for many 
seem to focus primarily on the comfortable 
life — good income, titles or careers which 
involve social respect, the pleasant 
environment that might accompany an 


_ academic life. © ee 
‘What I’ve found lacking in many of them 


stimulating family spirituality, it's low on 
the list. 

There are two forms of prayer 
experiencing a popular renewal in families 
today, scriptural prayer and meditation. 


. Why not give them a try in your family 


during Lent and see if they have any 
staying power? 

Scriptural prayer: this is expecially 
effective in families with interfaith 
marriage and/or reluctant teens. The 
Protestant spouse usually feels quite 
comfortable with the Bible and can often 
give deeper insights than we can. 
Adolescents, too, find the Bible appealing, 
as attested by the popularity of youth 
scripture groups, but they rarely get to 
discuss it with their parents. 


START WITH A PRAYER, then a short 
scripture passage and read the exegesis 
or interpretation of it, found in any good 
translation. Ask your religious education 
coordinator, pastor, or principal for a good 
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is the element of idealism which we 
associate with young people, the kind of 
idealism which faces to the future with the 
determination: “Of course, I'd like to have 
enough financial security to take care of 
my needs, but | really hope that my life will 
make a difference by...” 


THAT DESIRE TO have your life make a 
difference, to improve the human 
situation in a profession, in the arts, in 
social institutions, perhaps only in the 
lives of relatively few people with whom 
you live and work — that desire should be 
important to young people who are in the 
process of getting a good, very expensive 
education. 

Of course, there are impressive 
exceptions, but | don’t find that kind of 
thinking in many of them. If my 
observations are generally true, this is very 
sad. 3

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Lent and mortification used to go hand 
in hand. Today, the word sounds medieval 
‘and full of negative connotations. We 
prefer to speak of growth and self- 


knowledge. But, | wonder, isn’t 
mortification always a part of growth, 
always a way to self-knowledge? 


| don’t mean the idea of physical denial 
but the controlling of our own selfishness 
and egocentricity. Even the simple and 
complex business of getting along 
together calls for self-mortification. 


ALL OF US suffer from the problem of 
finding others uncongenial if not 
downright intolerable, mainly because 
they are not like ourselves or what we 
would like ourselves to be. 


Unfortunately for us God is infinitely 
more varied than we and does not create 
in our limited range. He creates in 
unlimited variations on the human theme. 
It would be much simpler if everyone were 
like us, of course, sharing our 
enthusiasms, valuing what we value, liking 
what we like and generally meeting our 
approval in every way. 


But, alas, that is not the way itis. Many of 
those things that seem eminently 
desirable to us appear quite irrelevant to 
others, who are at a loss to understand why 


Q and A 


Q: Jesus said that when we pray we 


should not use vain repetitions. In this 
light, how can we pray the rosary? | am not 
alone in questioning this practice. | would 
like to share your answer with friends. 


A: This is the way itis, friends: Ithink we - 


would all agree that there is no value in 
“vain” repetition. But pious repetition is 
something else. Obviously, for example, 
the Lord intended us to pray the “Our 
Father” more than once! And both in Old 
Testament and New Testamenttradition it 
is clear that the psalms have always been 
used frequently and constantly. 


From a psychological point of view, 
memorized and repeated prayers can be 
most helpful. In one of his lectures at 
Notre Dame, | remember the priest- 
psychologist, Josef Goldbrunner, 
explaining it this way: Personal prayer in 
one’s own words is an excellent manner of 
praying. 

But there are moments— and months 
and years—when possibly a person just 
doesn’t have the psychic energy or 
creativity to generate a truly home-made 
prayer. In such instances the best thing to 
do is to fall back on memorized prayers as 
away of lifting the soul to God. 


we should get so put out by their cavalier 
response to some “trivia.” Even apart from 
genes and environment, there are a 
million factors which influence the way we 
are and react. 


THAT DOESN'T mean to say there is no 
need to try to understand why we act as we 
do and modify—or mortify—our 
attitudes. If we resent being “given 
orders,” for instance, maybe we are alittle 
too addicted to doing “our own thing” and 
loathe to take direction or advice. If we are 
agitated by the omission of small 
courtesies, perhaps we are taking our 
dignity a little too seriously. 


People are strangers to each other— 
however well they know one another — and 
will probably remain so. We may 
understand one a little more than another, 
but brother or sister, husband or wife, 
friend or workmate, mother or father, each 
person is different from the other in some 
essential part of their being. 


Whether we like it or not, we have to 
adapt to each other and that means 
mortification of some kind or another. 
Short of brute force, there is no way we are 
likely to change other people to our ways 
nor coerce them closer to our—more 
desirable — image. So since we are stuck 
with each other as we are, we might as well 


Unfortunately there has been a violent 
trend away from having children 
memorize prayers. What a pity! Not only 
do these prayers serve as future models 
but they also enable people to pray 


together in public. And these prayers 


should be taught to the children by their 
parents, not in a CCD class. 


My pastoral experiences headline the 
message that there is a younger 
generation of religious illiterates all 


around us. 


CCD teachers are doing a fine job, but 
their efforts are utterly destroyed by 
parents who do not take the time to teach 
their children the fundamentals. “But I’m 
not trained to teach religion” is silly: one 
does not need an S.T.D. to pass on the Our 
Father and Hail Mary. 


Q: Todz~ in the news a theologian used 
the words “ecumenical Catholic.” There 
are a good number of Catholics today both 
in and out of the charismatic movement 
who describe themselves in this manner. 
How do you feel about this? 


A: The word “ecumenical” is used for 
those efforts being explored and 
celebrated wherein the various churches

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make the best of it. 


THE BEST WAY to begin is to relax. 
Rather than allow someone's idiosyncra- 
sies “get to us” so that we are always ready 
to be irritated by them, always ready to 
take offense or to snub and hurt and 


sulk — relax! Why build up trouble for - 


oneself? 


Instead of clutching our disapproval to 
our righteous bosoms, why not move back 
a little and let it slip by? When the first stab 
of annoyance tingles and hackles start to 


~ rise, that is the time to pause and think of 


what we are doing to ourselves. Then relax, 
and let the tension go, it does no one any 
good. 


We can release antagonism as easily as 
unclenching a fist —if we want to. We can 
ignore pride and self-conscious virtue and 
let negativism slide away — if we wantto. It 
means mortifying oneself and that is not 
easy, but it is as easy as any other kind of 
habit-forming. 


IT MAY TAKE a little time, as habits 
always do, but as each moment is released 
we leave room for Christ to slip in and 
strengthen our relationships and the 
bonds of brotherhood. We can afford to let 
others be what they are. 


The question for us is: Are we being the

Is praying the rosary vain repetition? 
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‘person we are meant to be and want to be?

Most of the time we have 
a responsibility to love those who hate us 
or whom we may hate—we have Christ's 
word for that. And, mortifying as it may be, 
that is what our Christian call demands of 
us. : 


In any case, all those little character and 


_ behavioral defects we allow to offend us 


are surely too trivial in the light of that call, 
to absorb so much emotional energy and 
far too unimportant to be allowed to 
jeopardize our relationship with God and 
the relationships he expects us to 
maintain with our fellowmen.

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Reform means complete turnabout 


Third Sunday of Lent; March 9, 1980. 


“Reform your lives and believe in the 
gospel!” (Mark 1:15). With those words 
Mark. introduces the public ministry of 
Jesus. The gospel, the good news of God’s 
reign among his people, calls for a change 
in one’s way of life. 


The Kingdom doesn’t suffer mediocrity, 
much less evil. It always elicits the best 
from those who hear the Word and accept 
it. 


THE WORD “REFORM” has definite 
connotations for us. We think of the 
habitual drunkard, who becomes a total 
abstainer, the prostitute who accepts a 
respectable job, the Mafia person who 
leaves the organization for good. In all 
these cases reform means a complete 
turnabout. 


There is no doubt that, when Jesus 
spoke of reform, He meant this kind of 
change. For Him the Father's Kingdom 


was such an overwhelming reality that He 
could think in no other terms. 


Faced with the shattering presence of 
God in Jesus Christ; the hearer of the 
gospel must say either “yes” or “no.” If itis 
“yes,” there will be reform. If it is “no,” 
then, in the words of our third reading, the 
tree must be destroyed; it bears no fruit. 


THERE !S SOME reason to believe, 
however, that, as the Church continued 
preaching the good news of Jesus Christin 
history, she recognized that there was 
such a thing as a gradual reform. 


Those who heard the gospel would 
indeed accept the Lord and decide to live 
in accord with that acceptance. But there 
was not always.a sudden and complete 
change. Rather, the Christian commit- 
ment now fostered a contours growth in 
holiness. 


LUKE, ESPECIALLY, seems to have 
envisioned this possibility for the 
Christian. The Lord's second coming was 
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delayed and the awesome imperative of 
“Reform!” in the radical sense intended by 
Jesus would be applicable only for the 
confirmed sinner. For the committed 
Christian reform meant a constant growth. 


There is an interesting illustration of this 
in Luke’s recording of one of Jesus’ 
sayings. It is a familiar one. In Mark's 
Gospel we read, “If a man wishes to come 
after me, he must deny his very self, take 
up his cross, and follow in my steps” 
(8:34). 

There is no question but that Jesus sees 
the taking up of the cross as a once-for-all 
act of His followers. Taking up the cross is 
the Christian expression of radical reform. 


WHEN LUKE RECORDS that same 
saying, he makes a significant addition. 
Here Jesus says that His followers must 
“take up their cross each day...” (Luke 
9:23). The saying now loses its once-for-all 
radical character. Now it has to do with the 
daily, on-going life of the Christian, a life 


that must be marked by a constant 
struggle, a continuing effort to grow in 
Christ. 


We're justified in reflecting in this way 
because there is no doubt that reform is 
the message of the Gospel reading. And 
could it be that it was Luke who added the 
suggestion about waiting another year for 
the tree to grow and bear fruit? It would 
surely be in keeping with his concept of 
Christian holiness. 


WE DO NOT MAKE ourselves Christians. 
It is God’s grace that does that. Neither do 
we grow as Christians by our efforts alone. 
Again, it is God's love that empowers all 
growth. Maybe that explains why thie first 


_ reading, from Exodus, is given us this 


Sunday. 


It reminds us of the kind of God we have, 
a God whose very name tells us of His 
presence in our midst, a presence that 
makes reform a joyful process.

SAN YSIDRO —There’s a soft-spoken bearded young 
man in this South Bay community who dabbles a bit in 
painting and enjoys shooting photographs but his true 
talent lies in music. 


Ramon Ortiz, who at 20 years of age, has been involved 
in the production of three record albums of religious 
music, has organized music workshops for youths, 
teaches guitar and has encourages the use of music 
within his own parish. 


. RAMON, OR CHICO as he is better known, hesitates a 
bit about talking about himself: but when he picks up a 
guitar and begins to play the shyness disappears. 


However, his father, Ramon Ortiz Sr., isn’t shy at all. He 


proudly points out that his talented son not only plays © 


guitar but piano, bass guitar and the mandolin and 


“composes music as well. 


Chico was only 17 years old when he ee the 
instrumental for his first album, “Pueblo En Marcha.” 
One of the vocalists was Sister Rosa Martha Zarate, who is 
now the youth ministry coordinator for the San 
Bernardino diocese. 


CHICO'S INTEREST in music grew out of his 
association with the singing nun, Sister Rosa Martha 
when she was assigned to his parish, Our Lady of Mt. 
Carmel, about six years ago. 


The nun encouraged the young man to participate in 
the folk Mass at the church which eventually led to the 
first album —an idea suggested by a bishop. 

“BISHOP CHAVEZ (Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez) 
was the one who gave us the idea,” Chico remembered. 

Chico says they made the albums because “we want 
the people to know how to sing. | am always involved in 
conferences that have to do with the singer, the song, and 
liturgy.” 

At times the thought of pursuing a professional career 
in music has crossed his mind but “as yet, | am still 
learning.” — 

But for the present Chico is doing what he enjoys most, 
working with people.

THE SECOND ALBUM, “Madre del Pueblo,” came 
about because of a mural that he helped to draw of Our 
Lady of Guadalupe. The message of the finished mural 
was of her sadness of the reality of today which came 
from the first song of the album, “Dolorosa.” 


However, Chico feels that his best and most important 
album is the one recently produced entitled, “Cantores 
de Mi Pueblo.” 


“These songs are the most Pprortart because they are 
our songs.’ 


CHICO EXPLAINED that the songs on the past two 
albums originated in Spain, Columbia and Mexico. The 
songs of “Cantores de Mi Pueblo,” were composed by 
youths in this area. 


Chico coordinated a.music festival at the University of 
Redlands in May, 1979, for youths in the San Bernardino 
and San Diego dioceses. 


“All youths who compose music and who sing were 
invited to attend,” said Chico. 


THE ALBUM IS the result of the conference. Chico 
organized an accompanying band and the music. “These 
are songs strong with the message of our faith.” 


From this conference Chico also wrote booklets which 
contain the lyrics and chords of each song on the three 
records which he uses for classes he conducts :in 
Tijuana. 

“| would also like to begin liturgical work with my parish 
with music,” he added. Chico is currently collaborating 
with Father Ricardo Mejia, to organize a music program 
at the church which “will conform to the guidelines set 
down by the Second Vatican Council.” 


CURRENTLY, CHICO is employed as a bilingual 
instructional aide at Montgomery Junior High School. He 
was recently commended for the formation and training 
of an Estudiante singing and guitar group at the school, 
which includes 25 students. 


Chico also noted that he is involved in these music 
programs and classes because he is “an apostle of song,” 
and not for profit. 


Profits made from the sale of the albums go to the 
Center for Evangelization in Corona to provide 
scholarships for youths in juvenile groups so that they.

Vatican Radio beams the 
Word around the world 


VATICAN CITY (NC)— 
“Hear this all nations, pay 
attention all who live on 
earth.” 


With these words, spoken 
Feb. 12, 1931, from the old 
studio in the Vatican 
Gardens, Pope Pius XI 
inaugurated Vatican Radio. 


SINCE THAT afternoon 
message, broadcast froma 
10-kilowatt shortwave 
Marconi transmitter, Vati- 
can Radio has grown to a 
huge complex on a plot of 
land 10 times as large as 
Vatican City’s 1.6 square 
miles. 


The radio complex at - 


Santa Maria in Galeria, 
about 11 miles from St. 
Peter's Basilica, houses a 
500 kilowatt rotating 
antenna, one of the largest 
in the world. 


Thirty-three languages 
are broadcast, including 
Hindi, Ukrainian, Latvian, 
Armenian and Vietnamese, 
in 620 weekly programs 
beamed to five continents. 
This means about 11,500 
hours of programming per 
year. 


“IN SOME cases, especi- © 


ally -in Eastern — Europe, 
Vatican Radio places 
second to fourth” on the list 
of stations most listened to, 
wrote Jesuit Father Roberto 
Tucci, director general of 
Vatican Radio, in an article 
commemorating the begin- 
ning of its 50th year. 


Programs vary from 
stereo music to news 


analysis to interviews. 


Vatican Radio has about 
300 full-time Religious and 
lay employees and about 
200 collaborators. Forty- 
three different nationalities 
and 20 different Religious 
orders are represented.

beamed daily in English to. 


the United States can be 


heard at 4 p.m. PST on ~
